Landmark Grayling Restaurant 
closes its doors after 75 years

Breakfast was somewhat bit- 
tersweet for Grayling resident 
Ron Herron, who was among 
several patrons who enjoyed 
their last meals at the Grayling 
Restaurant, which closed its 
doors Sunday after three quarters 
of a century in business. 

The Grayling Restaurant 
closed after serving its last 
breakfast and lunch crowd on 
Sunday, Sept. 30. 

Herron, who enjoyed ealing 
breakfast at the landmark restau- 
rant, has lived in the community 
for 14 years and was coming 
here 25 years before that. 

“lm kind of surprised. It’s a 
good little business,’ Herron 
said. “I don’t know why they’re | 
getting rid of it. We'll miss. it. 
They’ve got good food here and 
good waitresses.” 

Earlier last month, the 
Grayling Restaurant announced 
that it was closing early, ceasing 
serving the late-lunch and dinner 
patrons. 

Chery! McCurdy, who co- 
owns the Grayling Restaurant 
with her father, Bob McCurdy, 
said she had “no comment” for 
the reason for closing the busi- 
ness when she was contacted by 
the Crawford County Avalanche. 

The Grayling Restaurant’s 
web page, which was blacked 
out, matched a message on the 
door to the business. 

“The Grayling Restaurant will 
be closing its doors after regular

business hours Sunday, Sept. 
30,’ the message said. “Thank 
you to all of our customers 
throughout the many years of 
business. A special thanks to all 
the employees for all their hard 
work and dedication.” 

Restaurant employees, who 
were only given a 10-day notice 
that they would be out of job, 
were also told not to share the 
explanation they received for 
closing the restaurant. The 
restaurant had 13 employees 
when it was closed. 


Patrons, however, had plenty 
to say as they enjoyed their last , 


breakfast and lunch meals at the 
Grayling Restaurant. 

Janet Hale, who was bom in 
Grayling, stopped in at the 
Grayling Restaurant for a tuna 
sandwich and a cup of soup. 

Hale said losing the restaurant 
would have a significant impact, 
comparing it to leaving home. 

“It’s means part of Grayling. It 
means Grayling almost,’ Hale 
said. “When the restaurant clos- 
es, it’s like leaving home.” 

Hale recalled coming to the 
Grayling Restaurant with her 
parents, Ivan and Opal Hamblin. 

“Tt was one of my dad’s 
favorites for many years,’ Hale 
said. 

Orvetta Tucker, who joined 
Hale, had a pancake and scram- 
bled eggs. 

Tucker, who moved to 
Grayling in 1972, said the 
Grayling Restaurant was a busi- 
ness that has attracted visitors to 
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the community for years. 

“They would come up just to 
come to the Grayling 
Restaurant,” Tucker said. “It’s 
our lumberjack restaurant.” 

The Grayling Restaurant was 
known for its hearty 
“Lumberjack Breakfast,” which 
was made available throughout 
the day. 

Paul Ouellette, a Beaver Creck 
Township resident who has been 
coming to the Grayling 
Restaurant for 35 years, specu- 
lated that closing the business 
was just a sign of the times. 

“We're kind of sad that it is 
closing. We like their breakfast. 
We like their soup. It’s been a 
nice restaurant,” Ouellette said. 
‘It’s good people and nice wait- 
resses, but that’s what happens. 
Over the years, things slow down 
and they just can’t stay open, but 
this place is always filled. 
They’re always filled practically 
every time we come in here day 
or night. It’s sad to see it go.” 

Verna and Gene Hagle had to 
come for one last Junch after 
hearing the Grayling Restaurant 
was closing. The couple moved 
to Grayling 13 years ago, but 
have been coming to the commu- 
nity for vacations since the early 
1960s as children. 

“This is definitely one of the 
Grayling’s true landmarks and 
it’s really sad to see it go,” Verna 
said. 

“I’m going to miss this place,” 
Gene added.

Camp Grayling's 
Chief of Facility 
Engineering awarded 
prestigious medal

A military officer who has devoted over 
31 years to the country and has overseen 
the major transformation of Camp Grayling 
into a premier training site for the global 
war on terror was honored with a presti- 
gious medal named after an iconic figure in 
the American Revolution. 

Maj. James W.R. Robson was awarded 
the Bronze Order of the de Fleury Medal in 
recognition of his service as both an enlist- 
ed soldier and commissioned officer for 
over 30 years. 

“Maj. Robson’s outstanding selfless 
service and leadership have contributed to 
the readiness and success of the United 
States Army and reflects great credit upon 
himself and the Engineer Regiment,” said 
Lt. Gen. Thomas P. Bostick, the U.S. Army 
Chief of Engineers and Commanding 
General of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, 

Robson received the medal at the 
Engineer Officers Association of Michigan 
dinner held at the Camp Grayling Officers 
Club. 

Four retired Engineer Generals, who 
Robson has worked with and live in north- 
em Michigan, were on hand for the medal 
presentation. 

“Tt was a real humbling experience,” said 
Robson about receiving the medal. 

Robson has known a few colleagues who 
have received de Fleury medals and was 
surprised by the honor.

French Engineer volun- 
teered to serve with the 
American Army in its 
fight for independence 
from Britain. He was born 
in St. Hippolyte, France in 
1749. He was trained as 
an engineer, and served 
in the French Army dur- 
ing the Corsican cam- 
paign.- 

The Continental 
Congress appointed . de 
Fleury as a captain of 
engineers, and he quickly 
proved himself. 
Wounded at the battles 
of Fort Mifflin and 
Brandywine, where his 
horse was shot out from 
under him, he soon 
became Lt. Col. de Fleury. 
But it was in the desper- 
ate battle at Stony Point, 
New York, where de 
Fleury’s courage under 
fire won him the acco- 
lades of Congress. 

In June 1779, two small 
American forts were

In 
the center, the fortress at 
Stony Point is depicted 
with both turrets and a 
flag flying. At the base of 
hill are two shore batter- 
ies, one of which is firing 
at one of six vessels on 
the | Hudson River, 
Beneath the fort in the 
legend: “Stony — Point 
Carried by Storm, July 15, 
1779.

Robson transferred to the

In 1993, Robson was 
commissioned as an engi- 
neer second lieutenant and 
assigned as platoon leader. 
As an officer in the 
Michigan National Guard 
trom 1993 to 2000, Robson 
served in positions of 
increasing responsibility 
including battalion con- 
struction engineer officer, 
detachment commander and 
battalion operations officer. 
During this time, Robson 
led a collaborative 
Army/Navy orphanage ren- 
ovation project in Riga, 
Latvia as part of the 
Partnership for Peace pro- 
gram. Army Engineers and 
Navy Seabees worked with 
Latvian soldiers to remodel 
a 200-year-old building, 
which was in poor condi- 
tion. The project educated 
soldiers from the former 
Soviet Bloc country in mod- 
ern construction techniques. 
“This was shortly after

present,’ Robson said. 
Many of the orphanages 
were destroyed in Latvia by 
the Soviets, who were bitter 
from losing control of a port 
nation on the Baltic Sea.

orphanage, which served as 
a home for 250 orphans, 
included installing running 
water and toilets in a build- 
ing over two centuries old. 

Robson, a native of 
Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula, said serving in 
Latvia was one of his most 
heartfelt projects, 

“When I was over work- 
ing with these kids, it was 
just like being at home,” he 
said. 

Robson reentered active 
duty service in February 
2000, when he was assigned 
as the Camp Grayling 
Facility Engineer Officer 
for the Joint Maneuver 
Training Center. He was 
promoted to Major in 2004. 
In August 2005, he received 
a new dual capacity assign- 
ment as the Camp Grayling 
Director of — Facility 
Engineering and as the 
commander of the 
Headquarters Detachment 
of the Joint Maneuver 
Training Center, 

In 2007, Robson assumed 
the responsibilities as Camp 
Grayling’s Chief of Facility 
Engineering and manages 
an annual operating budget 
in excess of $7 million. 
Robson directs 85 full-time 
employees, working in four

engineering and engineer- 
ing support divisions. 

During his tenure as 
Chief of Engineering, 
Robson has overseen $76 
million in construction pro- 
jects that have made the 
Joint Maneuver Training 
Site one of the premier 
installations in the nation. 

“A lot of what I’ve got to 
see are from seeds that have 
been planted 10 and 12 
years ago,” Robson said. 
“[’ve been full-cycle now. 
We're going to have a few 
more good years to come 
from seeds that were plant- 
ed seven years ago. That’s 
one of the reasons I’m still 
here.” 

Robson's contributions to 
the community have also 
been exemplary. He was 
instrumental in the develop- 
ment of the Crawford 
County Air Terminal, a gen- 
eral civil aviation site which 
includes T-hangers, a termi- 
nal building and a retail fuel 
site, located next to the 
Grayling Army Airfield. He 
continues to serve on the 
Crawford Zoning Board, the 
Grayling Charter Township 
Zoning Board and_ the 
Crawford County Air 
Terminal Board.

The site of the Grayling 
Restaurant is one of the old- 
est restaurant locations in 
Grayling. 

The building was built 
about 1914, but records 
show the current facility 
was built in 1939, when Joe 
Cinciala and Frank Roth 
bought the property from 
Mrs. Daisy Barnett. She had 
run the restaurant and lived 
upstairs. 

In 1940, the building 
burned right at the time of 
the winter carnival, when 
trainloads of people were 
arriving to visit Grayling for 
the winter festivities. The 
fire department brought in 
tables and chairs so cus- 
tomers could still be served. 
In 1955, the restaurant 
burned again. At this time, 
Roth left town to open 
another restaurant in 
Whitehall. Cinciala rebuilt 
the restaurant in 1955, He 
died in 1969, and the busi- 
ness was sold to Joyce and 
Jim Bourrie 1970. 

The Bourries previously 
managed and purchased 
Long’s Restaurant in 
Grayling. Long’s 
Restaurant was closed in 
1973 and was later convert- 
ed into a hair salon. The 
Bourries had four children,

CAMPAIGN DEBATES 
usually are more important 
for impressions than for 
substance. 

The first televised presi- 
dential debate was in 1960 
when Sen. John F. Kennedy, 
Democrat, and —- Vice 
President Richard Nixon, 
Republican, were candi- 
dates to succeed term-limit- 
ed President Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

On debate night, 1 was 
driving home after an out- 
of-town assignment, so I 
could not watch the debate 
on television, but | listened 
to the whole thing on my car 
radio. 

To me, Mr. Nixon seemed 
to outdo Mr. Kennedy on 
point after point, at least on 
the radio dial. One up for the 
vice president, [ thought as | 
drove and listened. 

However, most of those

tolks who saw the televised 
debate decided Sen. 
Kennedy won the debate, 
not on the basis of content 
but because of his superior 
appearance. 

To most viewers Mr. 
Kennedy was the confident, 
handsome, new and ener- 
getic candidate. 

Mr. Nixon, who had 
declined makeup, seemed to 
sweat excessively under the 
hot TV lights, and his 
famous five o’clock shadow 
did his appearance no jus- 
tice either. 

Mr. Kennedy’s campaign 
took a big step forward due 
to the debate. 

In that first televised pres- 
idential debate, appearance, 
and the viewer’s perceptions 
of how the candidates 
appeared, seemed to con- 
quer substance, or what was 
said. And so it is in most 
joint appearances of politi- 
cians.

Fall is sauna 
| most dangerous | 
time for wildfires 


Although the recent rains 
have reduced the risk of 
wildfire, it won't be long 
before we will be secing 
some dry fall days. As we 
move into our fall cleanup, 
“not only must we monitor, 
loose leaf burning, but it is 
important that we remember 
to be careful when using 


~ burn barrels. 


Each year Michigan rest- 
dents use thousands of ille- 
gal burn barrels without 
even knowing it. A legal 
burn barrel in Michigan 
must have a lid, and have 
holes no larger than threc- 
quarters of an inch in diam- 
eter. 

When burning _ takes 
place, floating embers 
called firebrands rise up out 
of the fire and can land on 
nearby vegetation or other 
flammable objects, 

Having a lid on the burn 


barrel helps reduce the 
chance of firebrands float- 
ing out of the barrel and 
starting a wildfire. The 
small holes provide oxygen 
to the fire so it will burn. 

Elaine Bush, Michigan 
State University (MSU) 
Extension wildfire special- 
ist, says that 8,000 to 
10,000 wildfires occur in 
Michigan each year. The 
vast majority of these fires 
begin with someone burn- 
ing debris. 

Bush points out those res- 
idents who burn debris are 
responsible for maintaining 
the fire. If the fire grows 
out of control the resident 
can be fined and possibly 
billed for all costs incurred. 

“Most people guess that 
lightning and smoking are 
the major causes of wild- 
fires in Michigan,” says 
Bush . “In fact on the aver- 


age, less than five percent of 


wildfires begin that way. If 
people would be more care- 
ful burning, whether in a 
burn barrel, or in burning 
leaves and brush, we could 
prevent thousands of wild- 
fires each year.”

This 
debate is billed as a Town 
Hall meeting, including 
questions from an audience 
of undecided voters. 

The last debate, on 
Monday, October 22, will be 
in Florida at Lynn 
University in Boca Raton. 
Bob Schieffer of CBS News 
will be moderator, with for- 
eign policy as the center of 
discussion. The way events 
have been building around 
the world, this one could 
develop more interest and 
attract more viewers than 
usual final debates.

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Lawmakers want more 


local authority over ORVs

LANSING —- Northern 
Michigan local _ govern- 
ments may soon be able to 
authorize off-road vehicle 
(ORV) regulations and ordi- 
nances, 

Rep. Joel Johnson, R- 
Clare, said he is trying to 
make it easier for ORV rid- 
ers fo use the designated 


trail systems within the 


counties in 
Michigan. 

The proposal would allow 
local governments to adopt 
ordinances to permit ORV 
riders to avoid the long 
detours between designated 
ORV routes, 

Riders could either drive 
on shoulders of state trunk 
line highways or local gov- 
ernments could authorize 
connections on dislocated 
segments of ORV trails in 
certain northern roadways, 
including ones in Mason, 
Gladwin, Wexford and 
Crawford counties. 

Johnson’s bill would give 
the state Transportation 
Department 60 days to 
decide if focal governments 
could authonze such ordi- 


northern 


according to the Michigan 
handbook of ORV faws. 

Riders with ORVs Jess 
than 50 inches wide can ride 
only on trails statewide, 

Rep. Jon Bumstead, R- 
Newaygo, introduced a sim- 
ilar bil! that would allow all 
local government to autho- 
rize ORVs to operate on the 
side of certain maintained 
Toads statewide. 

The chair of the Gladwin 
Board of Commissioners, 
Josh Reid, said his goal is to 
get local jurisdiction over 
ORV regulations. 

Reid said, “I expect 
Johnson’s bill to pass but 1 
don’t expect to get our 
entire wish list.” 

In Mason County, Road 
Commission Managing 
Director Gary Dittmer said 
an ORV law five or six 
years ago allowed counties 
to pass countywide ordi- 
nances north of U.S. 10. 
The highway runs through 
the middle of Mason 
County and the county 
turned down the option, 
Dittmer said. 

Since then, nine out of the 
15 townships in Mason 
County passed ordinances 


many problems if it passes. 

However, Shea said he 
personally doesn’t promote 
ORVs because “there 
should be some sort of iden- 
tification on the vehicles 
and there is no insurance 
requirement {0 operate on 
the roadway.” 

Tim Kobasic, a member 
of the Off-Road Vehicle 
Advisory Workgroup, said 
the legislation would “fur- 
ther expand the quantity and 
quality for off-road vehicle 
riders,” and that connecting 
all the trails will allow for 
longer trail rides. 

The House passed 
Bumstead’s bill and it is 
awaiting Senate approval.

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Car winterization secrets from a celebrity auto rebuilder 


(ARA) - Winter is on the way and 
it could shape up to be extra frigid in 
many parts of the country. 
AccuWeather.com has predicted the 
winter months at the end of 2012 and 
beginning of 2013 could be compa- 
rable to the extreme cold much of the 
country experienced in the late 
1970s 

Humans aren't the only ones who 
suffer in extreme cold. Your vehicle 
could struggle, too, unless you take 
steps to winterize it before cold 
weather arrives. 

“Today's cars and trucks are over- 
all more reliable than ever before," 
says Dan Woods, host and producer 
of Speed's “Chop Cut Rebuild" 
series. "Still, certain systems in all 
vehicles are more susceptible to 
cold, snow and ice. It's important to 
prepare those systems to handle 
colder weather." 

Woods, who grew up in Canada 
having spent many a day on treach- 
erous roadways, recommends own- 
ers give these areas special attention 
when prepping their vehicles for 
winter driving: 

¢ Tires - Rubber is a naturally 
durable material, but extreme cold 
can cause cracks that could lead to a 
blowout. What's more, even the best 
quality tire can lose traction on ice or 
snow. Before cold weather arrives, 
inspect your tires to ensure they're in 

good condition. Replace tires that are 
approaching the end of their usable 
life and consider purchasing “All 
Weather" or snow tires for colder cli- 
mates. Throughout the winter, check 
the air pressure in all four tires. Cold 
weather causes the pressure to drop 


(a pound per square inch for every 10 
degrees of temperature), Keep tires 
inflated to the pressure recommend- 
ed in your vehicle's owner's manual. 

* Visibility - Headlights, wind- 
shield and windows, wipers and 
wiper fluid all need to function cor- 
rectly to ensure you have the best 
vision while driving. Check head- 
lights to be sure they're working 
properly and adjusted for optimum 
visual acuity. Keep headlights, wind- 


‘shields and windows clean of the 


dirty buildup that can occur when 
driving over salted or sanded roads. 
Likewise, check windshield wipers 
to ensure they're in top condition and 


replace them if they're worn. Check 


the wiper fluid level regularly and 
keep the tank full with winter fluid - 
not water. If your car becomes cov- 
ered with snow and ice, always clear 
all windows completely before you 
begin driving. "Nothing's worse than 
seeing a car zipping down the road 
with nothing but a little view hole in 
the ice on the windshield," Woods 
says. "Not only is it dangerous for 
you in the car because it limits your 
ability to see, it's dangerous for other 
cars on the road if a chunk of snow 
or ice flies off your vehicle and 
blinds another driver." 

* Battery - Cold weather can be 
hard on your battery. Before temper- 
atures dip, check the battery posts 
and connections to ensure they're 
free of corrosion. Check the water 
level in the battery (most batteries 
are closed systems and fluid cannot 
be checked), and if it's an older bat- 
tery, consider having a mechanic test 
its ability to retain a charge. "It's also 


a good idea to carry jumper cables, 
even if your battery is fairly new," 
Woods says. "You never know when 
cold weather will drain a battery, and 
those cables in your trunk could help 
someone else out of a jam." 

¢ Belts and hoses - Many of the 
belts and hoses in your vehicle's 
engine are made of rubber, and 
extreme cold could lead to cracking, 
breaking and ruptures. Inspect all 
belts and hoses that you can - some 
may only be accessible to a profes- 
sional with a lift - and replace any 
that are worn. 

* Coolant system - The tempera- 
ture outside may be cold, but your 
engine is still a hot spot that requires 
coolant in order to function. If your 
coolant is frozen in the radiator, 
however, it's not going to do your 
engine much good. Add antifreeze to 
your system before the weather gets 
cold. Strive for a mix. of half 
antifreeze and half water. You can 
check the mixture with an antifreeze 
tester. If the mix is off, have the cool- 
ing system drained and refilled 

Finally, says Woods, it's important 
to winterize your driving habits to 
adjust for bad weather. 

“Slow down in snow and ice," he 
advises. "Don't drive while distracted 
Or impaired, Pay attention to the 
road, traffic conditions and your 
vehicle, Leave extra stopping room 
even if there is no visible snow or ice 
on the road. ‘Black ice’ cannot be 
seen and is common on bridges and 
exit ramps. Winterizing your vehicle 
and driving appropriately for weath- 
er conditions are the best ways to 
ensure you drive safely this winter.”

* Listen to each other, Keep your 
engine properly tuned. A vehicle that 
has a serious maintenance problem, 
such as a faulty oxygen sensor, can 
decrease gas mileage by as much as 
40 percent. A single misfiring spark 
plug can cut fuel economy by up to 4 
percent.

Proposed Lake Improvements: The improvements will involve a five-year program of 
treatment of Big Bradford Lake to eradicate Eurasian water milfoil. 


aquatic vegetation survey would be performed to determine the current growth status of 
Eurasian Milfoil species within Big Bradford Lake. Areas of growth would then be treat- 
ed once in the spring (late May to mid-June) each year using “systemic” herbicides such 
as granular 2, 4-D/triclopyr blend, or any other compound approved for use in the future. 
The rate of product application would be based on treatment location (water depth) and 
density of the plant growth. Application techniques would include the use of specially 
calibrated spreaders mounted on a specially designed application work boat. 
Positioning Systems (GPS) technology is also used in the precise location of areas to 
be treated. As an option, water samples can be taken after the treatment during the 
summer in various locations to determine the lifting of the mandatory irrigation restric- 
tions associated with the products applied. Sampling protoco! would be based on the 
location of the areas treated, timing of the treatment, and the type of irrigation done by 
residents. These samples would be collected and sent under strict protocol and then 
analyzed by an accredited laboratory for any traces of the compound(s) in the sample. 
in the late summer or early fail, the treatment areas would be reviewed to determine the 
effectiveness of the treatment and to also survey the growth status of any remaining 
Milfoi!. This information would then be used for planning for the next year’s treatment. 
Ail treatment procedures and chemicals used shall be approved by the E.P.A. and the 
State of Michigan and registered with the MI Dept. of Agriculture and Rural 
Development.
